School staff to receive 
health-care precautions

Teachers and support staff 
members at Romulus Senior 
High School will be undergo- 
ing a thorough AIDS-HIV in- 
service program March 18 to 
help them handle any situa- 
tion involving the illness. 

Kate Conway, director of the 
Teen Health Center, said Red 
Cross representatives and 
other health related officials 
will be on hand to outline the 
universal precautions to HIV 
and a number of other related 
issues. 

In addition, the 22-member 
student “peer educators’* 
group will offer a 50-minute 
AIDS education production 
that they also hope to perform 
for outside-school groups. 

“We have received a nu- 
mber of requests for such per- 
formances,” Conway said, “but 
have set no dates or locations 
yet.” Some of those dates may 
be firmed up this week, how- 
ever. 

Romulus schools received a 


$9,700 state grant earlier to 
help train the peer educators, 
so that they in turn could pass 
on the information to fellow 
students and parents. 

While some board members 
and parents are urging caution 
in having “students teaching 
students about sex”-so far the 
majority seem to favor the stu- 
dents’ efforts. 

A similar role playing effort 
was shown this past weekend 
on national television, as part 
of a program “Growing Up in 
Age of AIDS”. 

One peer educator student 
told the school board that 
since many students are sexu- 
ally active, it is important to 
eliminate unsafe-sex tech- 
niques. 

“If the students won’t listen 
to their parents on HIV issues 
and teachers are uncomfort- 
able discussing it with stu- 
dents, we are your next best 
step to keeping a healthy stu- 
dent body,” he said. 

A survey taken at the high 
school three years ago re- 
vealed that 70 percent of the 


seniors and 58 percent of the 
freshmen were sexually active. 

A request by Conway and 
Linda Bowman, AIDS Aware- 
ness director at the high 
school, to allow the peer edu- 
cators to further their studies 
by meeting with an AIDS pa- 
tient may be answered by Su- 
perintendent of Romulus 
Schools Dr. William Bedell at 
the next board meeting, Feb. 
10 . 

Bedell said he wanted to in- 
vestigate the emotional impact 
such a meeting would have on 
teenagers as well as other is- 
sues, before making a deci- 
sion. 

AIDS patients-particularly 
teen-age ones-have been used 
in classroom settings across 
the U.S. to date and were 
spokespersons on the Sunday 
night TV special. 

Two of the participants in- 
cluded a teen-age girl, who 
said she was infected by her 
second sexual partner, and an 
Eagle Scout reported he be- 
came HIV-infected when he 
was only 10 years old. 


City plans new golf course

Planned cutbacks in the 
state Department of Natural 
Resources should have no im- 
pact on the plans for a new 18- 
hole golf course in the city, Ro- 
mulus Community Develop- 
ment Director Dennis Oakes 
told members of the city coun- 
cil Monday night. 

The council approved 
Oakes’ request that the golf 
club architect firm of Bills/ 
Childs Associates be hired to 
aid in the preliminary plan- 
ning of the golf course on a 150- 
acre tract between Wick and 
Ecorse roads, west of the rail 
line. 

Oakes said he is seeking a 
wetlands analysis and permit 
application work from Brooks 
Williamson and Associates, 
upon the recommendation of 
the architectural firm. 

Oakes won approval of an 
expenditure of up to $12,000 


for the preliminary planning 
effort. 

“It is anticipated that all 
subsequent design work on 
this project would come from 
the project bond financing, 
rather than Building Authority 
funds”, Oakes said. Other 
funds could come from the 
community development de- 
partment budget, he added. 

Oakes asked for the addi- 
tional assistance since two 
separate forces are currently 
alive in the state DNR that 
could impact the Romulus 
plan. One group wants Ro- 
mulus to take over the respon- 
sibility of a former landfill Con 
the proposed golf course), 
while another group (wetlands 
supporters) are opposed to any 
new golf courses. 

Currently the city owns 
about 100 acres of the i50-acre 
site, Oakes said, therefore the 
city would have to purchase a 
number of smaller portions 
that would make up the re 
maining 50 acres. 


He refused to speculate on 
the cost of such a purchase at 
this time. All of the properties 
the city are interested in are 
currently vacant, he said. 

The city master plan in- 
cludes such a golf course pro- 
posal, Oakes said, and strongly 
stated that funds collected 
from golf course users would 
easily pay for any bonds 
needed for the construction 
process. 

The opening of such a local 
golf course is more than two 
years away, Oakes said, as it 
will take at least six months to 
design such a course (avoiding 
as much of the wetlands as 
possible) and another 12 
months for construction. 

Recent surveys have shown 
there are strong area needs for 
such recreational facilities in 
the Romulus area. 

“Airport expansion could 
eliminate an existing golf 
course here.” he said, “adding 
urgency for the city-operated 
one.” 


Cost factors could 
delay recycling efforts

Cost factors will weigh 
heavily in the decision to im- 
plement new recycling and 
composting programs in the 
next few years, Romulus 
Mayor Beverly McAnally 
warned Monday night. 

As the city of Romulus pre- 
pares for the bidding process 
on new garbage collection- 
recycling contracts, McAnally 
and city recycling coordinator 
Jeff Martell are asking bidders 
to include a “wish list” of var- 
ious recycling programs that 
may or may not be imple- 
mented in the city. 

Members of the city council 
approved the bidding process 
for a contract period begin- 
ning March 23 and ending 
June 30, 1995. 

The current city contract 
with Canejo Trucking Co. of 
New Boston expires March 20 
and the disposal contract with 
the City of Riverview signed 
this past year is set to expire 
June 30, 1995. 

Despite the austere budget 
conditions the city is currently 
working under, according to 
McAnally. “We will never know 
what recycling efforts we can 
include in the future, unless 
we know the cost factors.” 

Bid forms can currently be 


obtained from city Finance Co- 
ordinator Lynn A. Conway at 
City Hall. Bids will be opened 
at 10 a.m. Feb. 26. 

Interviews with and presen- 
tations by potential contrac- 
tors will be conducted on Feb. 
27 and 28. 

A selection panel made up 
of elected and appointed city 
officials will evaluate the bids 
on the following issues: 

• Experience of the bidder 

• Financial capability to 
perform work 

• Management abilities 

• Comments on references 

• Quality of proposed opera- 
tion plan 

• Estimated cost of various 
service levels. 

Pre-conditions of the con- 
tract include the fact waste 
pickup trucks must be less 
than five years old and all rub- 
bish picked up in Romulus 
must be deposited at the City 
of Riverview Sanitary Landfill. 

No trash pickups may begin 
before 7 a.m. any day and the 
contractors must provide the 
city with refuse containers at 
the Department of Public 
Works for pickups at police 
headquarters, the DPW offices 
and the city dog pound. 

The trash contractor must 
be ready to promote its recyc- 
ling efforts, agree to market all 
recycled materials and empty 


city recycling bins every week 
(or more often if the need 
arises). 

Among the “wish list” items, 
Martell revealed the city plans 
to open one to five satellite re- 
cycling centers throughout the 
city, as an alternative to curb- 
side pick-ups at this time. 

However the city is asking 
for the cost factor on curbside 
pick-ups, so that option will re- 
main alive in coming years, 
hopefully as early as Aug. 1, 
1993 and would eventually 
cover all four sections of the 
city. 

The initial curbside pick-up 
area, it is speculated, would be 
for 2,000 homes in the south 
west quadrant of the city. 

A composting program 
which is aimed for the April 
through November cycle of the 
year -will also be initiated 
sometime before March 27, 
1995 as ordered by state law. 

Composting materials that 
will be picked up will include 
garden wastes, grass, leaves 
and tree trimmings. 

Potential contractors also 
are being asked to supply the 
cost for a twice a year “haz 
ardous waste drop off days for 
residential clients.” 

Persons seeking additional 
information on recycling is- 
sues are urged to contact Mar- 
tell at City Hall. 


Cigarette tax may double

A bill in the Michigan state 
legislature (House Bill 5466) 
that would double the current 
cigarette tax to 50 cents per 
pack is aimed primarily to get 
71,000 current Michigan 
smokers “off their butts” and 
into a safer lifestyle, The Ro- 
mulus Roman was told this 
week. 

A second bill (House Bill 
5467) -which would create ma- 
jor state taxes for the first time 
on other tobacco products - 
hopefully will help save 18,000 
lives in Michigan, Wayne 
County Medical Director Do- 
nald Lawrenchuk said. 

Local records show that in 
1989, one out of every five 
deaths in Wayne County was 
linked to smoking. There cur- 
rently are 1.9 million adult 
smokers in Michigan, local 
health officers state, and sur- 
veys show that if the tax is dou 
bled as many as 71,000 could 
quit smoking for cost reasons 
alone. 

Because Michigan has the 
dubious distinction of being 
the second highest state in to- 
bacco consumption, it has now 
also grown to be the national 
leader in “overall chronic dis- 
ease deaths,” Lawrenchuk re- 
vealed. 

“Unlike other states, Michi- 
gan’s smoking rates are in- 
creasing- particularly among 
our young.” the medical direc 
tor said, “and thus numerous 
other bills aiming to cut that 
use are currently pending in 
the state legislature.” 

One such bill would outlaw 
the sale of cigarettes in ma 
chines, he explained, because 
youth today are “100 percent 
successful” in satisfying their 
craving for cigarettes by buy 
ing their tobacco from area 
cigarette machines (which are 
largely unmonitored l 


Two ringing endorsements 
of such statewide actions have 
been received by Gov. John 
Engler from former U.S. Sur- 
geon General C. Everett Koop 
and Wayne County Director- 
Health Officer Cynthia Taueg. 

Engler ironically plans a 
major address on his plan of 
attack on the chronic illness 
plight of the state next week. 

Koop wrote Engler, “A sub- 
stantial increase in tobacco 
taxes represents one of the 
most effective strategies to im- 
prove the health of our citi- 
zens.” 

Taueg wrote, “Michigan’s 
overall chronic disease rate is 
currently the worst in the na- 
tion.. .and the health effects of 
tobacco use cost our state over 
$2.2 billion in illness care and 
lost productivity each year.” 

“A recent survey completed 
by the county showed that 73 
percent of those polled (in- 
cluding smokers) would sup 
port the tax hike, as long as it 
is coupled with a provision 
that the funds collected would 
be used for health care and 
disease prevention,” Law- 
renchuk said. 

County health leaders are 
asking that area residents call 
their local state legislators to 
support the above listed bills, 
since the tobacco industry* has 
11 full time lobbyists at the 
present time pushing for their 
defeat

Second hand smoke and 
smoking pregnant women also 


are a major factor here, the 
medical director explains, and 
helped earn Michigan its 
ninth-place rating in infant 

deaths in both 1988 and 1989. 

Detroit in turn has the sec- 
ond worst infant death rate for 
cities in the nation, following 
only Washington D.C. 

Another startling figure, he 
said, is that black infant death 
is twice the rate of whites in 
Michigan. 

While Wayne County has 
only 22.7 percent of the state 
population. Michigan figures 
also show that the county re- 
cords 44 percent of the state 
chronic liver deaths, 60 per 
cent of the accidental deaths 
and 69 percent of homicide 
deaths.

Last month, a severe winter 
storm damaged the city symbol 
and broke off one of the ex- 
tended wings 


It has been a symbol of 
strength in the Wayne commu-

The top part of the tree was 
destroyed by the storm which 
crashed into City Hall. Former 
City Manager Tom Daily sug- 
gested Rakotz sculpt some- 
thing unique in order to 
preserve the rest of the tree, 
according to Nall.

other sculpting tools,” Nall 
said. “Rakotz stained and 
painted the eagle to look life- 
like. The official unveiling cel 
ebration occurred July 2 
1986”. 

It ’s going to take a little 
more than needle and thread, 
however, to mend this eagle’s 


wing, Nall said. 

‘The Department of Public 
Works is looking at it right now 
to see what needs to be done to 
fix it,” Nall said. ‘‘We’ve been 
considering moving the eagle 
because it’s slowly deteriorate 
ing.”

Edison begins 
improvements

Do you remember the mas- 
sive summer storm that struck 
the area on July 7, 1991? 

Do you remember the after- 
math? 

Detroit Edison area man- 
agers feel confident that you 
do. 

Officials from the utility 
provider arrived in Romulus 
last week to announce major 
plans designed to eliminate 
any duplication of a similar 
major outage such as the July 
storm which was the worst in 
the 88 year history of the com- 
pany in terms of customers af- 
fected. Power was lost at 
homes and businesses of 
683,599 customers during the 
storm. 

While admitting perfor- 
mance in storm emergencies 
needs strengthening, Detroit 
Edison officials said power 
was restored to customers 
three and and halftimes faster 
than the next worst (ice) storm 
in the history of the firm which 
occurred March 1, 1976. 

Detroit Edison, the largest 
electric utility’ in the state, will 
be budgeting an additional 
$175 million over the next 
three years to improve systems 
reliability’ and customer ser 
vice, according to spokesmen 

The new upgrades come in 
response to comments from 
area customers and the Michi 
gan Public Service Commis- 


sion. 

The upgrades will include: 

• 114 additional circuits will 
be created over the next three 
years to break-up high-load 
poor performing circuits. 

• Tree trimming efforts will 
be accelerated, and tree re- 
moval and replacement pro- 
grams will continue. 

• More frequent and tho- 
rough inspections of lines, 
poles and switches will be ini- 
tiated. 

• Infrastructure improve- 
ments are being planned, in- 
cluding those on wire and 
lighting protection equipment. 

• 400 new phone trunk lines 
will be added to feed a “voice 
response unit” that would en- 
able 36,000 to 40,000 customer 
calls to be answered per hour, 
compared to 2,500 on the cur- 
rent system. 

Inspection teams began in 
the area in December and ac- 
tual repairs will begin this 
month, as 225 three-person 
line crews spread out over the 
Detroit Edison sendee area. 

Many of the Detroit Edison 
inspection teams will be car- 
rying $70,000 infrared cameras 
and/or binoculars, Robert J. 
Buckler, vice president- Divi- 
sions, said. They will be 
searching for the weak links in 
the system. 

The circuit patrol crews will 
be working daylight hours 
seven days a week and will be 
carrying company identifica 
tion. Buckler explained 
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Citizens urged to report 
light outages to city

Following complaints about 
darkened streetlights from Ro- 
mulus Councilman Jimmie 
Raspberry recently, the city 
department of assessment and 
Detroit Edison have imple- 
mented a new printed form to 
be used in reporting street- 
light outages. 

The printed form leaves 
space for a date and name of 
the individual reporting the 
outage, the closest street, the 
cross street and how many 
lights are out. 

Raspberry told fellow coun- 
cil members early in January’ 
that residents were complain- 
ing to him that Detroit Edison 
was not repairing the burned 
out or vandalized street lights 
promptly enough. 

Matthew Raftary, director of 
assessment, in a memorandum 
to Mayor Beverly McAnally 
said, “Since this department 
and the city do not have the 
manpower to systematically 
canvass the city for streetlight 
outages, we must rely on resi- 
dents reporting such outages 
to the city. 

Additionally, the Romulus 
Police Department does re- 
port outages to this depart- 
ment, he continued, but, “it is 
somewhat sporadic and re- 
quires reminders to the offi- 
cers to be on the lookout for 
non- working streetlights.” 

Raftary added, ‘‘Typically 
streetlights are repaired 
within 10 working days. How- 
ever, there is no confirmation 
by Detroit Edison to indicate 
when a reported light has been 
repaired. 

“We are only informed by a 
resident, when the light has 
not been repaired and assume

repairs have been completed 
when notification by the af- 
fected residents cease,” he 
said. 

“We have communicated a 
reminder to police of our need 
for the officers’ awareness per 
Mr. Raspberry’s request,” he 
concluded. 

In another matter, Mayor 
Beverly McAnally has urged 
members of the city council to 
study a recent resolution from 
Brownstown Township regard- 
ing a mobile home park tax is- 
sue. 

McAnally said because of 
the massive rise in values of 
mobile homes, the city’ should 
examine the Brownstown reso- 
lution and see how’ it applies 
to the Romulus area. 

“Many of these homes are 
quite elaborate and are paying 
far less taxes than an equiva- 
lent standard home, even 
though they are sending just as 
many children to our local 
schools,” the mayor said. 

The Brownstown Board of 
Trustees adopted a resolution 


that supports a more equitable 
and fair tax for mobile homes 
in licensed home parks. 

“In 1949 to provide inexpen 
sive and convenient housing to 
defense workers, the “trailer 
coach” (or mobile home) was 
developed, along with the mo- 
bile home park” the resolu- 
tion stated. 

But such “once primitive 
trailer coaches that averaged 
little more than 400 square 
feet have evolved into manu- 
factured homes of much larger 
footage,” the resolution con- 
tinues. 

No matter how large or 
small the current mobile 
homes are. residents are still 
paying just $36 a year in prop- 
erty taxes-while still receiving 
the same services from the 
township, county’, state and lo 
cal school districts, the mayor 
said. 

The resolution also calls for 
supporting current Michigan 
Senate Bill 291 and House 
Bills 4151 and 4152, which call 
for a fairer tax plan on such 
homes. 

Romulus Police Chief Fred 
Dansby has asked that the city 
seek bids on a new drug testing 
provision in the police officers 
association contract 

Dansby said that Lt. R.C. 
Brown had contacted area po 
lice departments for informa- 
tion on laboratories that 
conduct drug testing. 

The Flat Rock Police De 
partment provided Brown with 
a list of authorized laborato- 
ries. 

“All the departments use a 
simular system as the one we 
have in place, where the sam 
pie is sealed by the officer and 
his/her initials are placed on 
the sealing tape,” Brown 
wrote. 


Metro Airport will soon 
become ‘smoke free’ zone

An updated Wayne County 
smoking policy could make 
Metro Airport in Romulus the 
first smoke-free international 
airport in the world, Wayne 
County Medical Director Do- 
nald Lawrenchuk revealed 
this week. 

A draft of the smoking pol- 
icy states “the national smok 
ing death toll is 350,000 per 
year, equivalent to having 
three jumbo jets crash at 
Metro Airport every day of the 
year.” 


“If just one of those jumbo 
jets crashed at Metro, the pub- 
lic would demand better safety 
and health precautions,” Law- 
renchuk said. And “since 70 
percent of the U.S. adult popu- 
lation are non-smokers, it ne- 
cessitates that Wayne County 
support the rights of those non- 
smokers.” 

Thus the new policy would 
ban smoking “throughout all 
county-owned or operated fa- 
cilities and vehicles.” 

The policy thus would pro- 
hibit smoking inside airport 
buildings (as well as other 
county-owned facilities) and 


aboard county-owned vehicles 
such as shuttle buses, etc. 

Federal regulations already 
prohibit smoking on most air- 
planes. 

Employees found in viola- 
tion of the smoking policy will 
be disciplined. 

Since surveys also show that 
nine of 10 smokers would like 
to quit, the policy draft states 
the county health department 
will assist them in their bid to 
modify their smoking habits. 

Lawrenchuk expects the 
policy change to be voted on in 
March. 


Work program approved 


A work program agreement 
that will permit 34th District 
Judge Felix F. Rogalle to as- 
sign Romulus area work to de- 
fendants as part of alternate 
sentencing efforts has been ap- 
proved by local Teamsters 
Union Local 214. 

Under the agreement 
Rogalle can assign defendants 


to the Romulus Work Program 
“to perform minor labor-type 
tasks for the city provided the 
tasks do not involve any of the 
following: 

• Participants shall not per- 
form any work that may result 
in the lay-off of any regular 
union employee. 

• Participants for safety rea- 


sons may not operate any type 
of motorized equipment. 

• Participants shall not be 
considered for full-time em- 
ployment based upon their 
participation in this program.” 

The agreement was signed 
by Rogalle, James Panos, di 
rector of the Romulus DPW, 
and Ron Collins, of Local 214.

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Van Buren Park critters cope well with winter weather

Four-footed residents of 
Van Buren Park have weath 
ered the cold, snowy winter 
well. In fact, they seem 
bright-eyed and bushy-tailed 
as the chilly weather gasps 
its last icy breaths. 

“They’ve been pretty ac- 
tive all winter They’ve all 
fared very well during the 
cold weather,” said Chris 
Swinson, a park employee 
who serves as an animal 
caretaker 

“Our Arctic fox, Josie, re- 
ally thrives on the cold 
weather I put straw in Josie’s 
house, but she pushes it out 
and goes outdoors to sleep on 
the snow,” Swinson said. 
“She’s always outside. Some- 
times, standing on top of her 
house.” 

The other two foxes, Red 
and Smoke, also have weath- 
ered the winter well as have 
the three coyotes, four Sika 
deer, hawks and owls, Swin- 
son reported. 

“We feed the foxes dog 
food with a can of cat food 
added each week. They also 
eat 15 to 20 grapes a week, 
which is a real treat for them. 

I usually feed them about 
four grapes each day,” Swin- 
son said. 

Swinson and Jeff Hogston, 
who feed the animals and 
maintain their quarters, are 
looking forward to spring 
when some of the animals 
housed inside will be placed 
in outdoor pens. 

“We’ve got a busy spring 
and summer ahead,” said 
Swinson. “We’re going to 
build an in-ground pen for 
the prairie dogs. It will have 
a concrete shell, so that they 
can’t dig out, and then it will 
be filled with sand so they 
can burrow in it We’re hop- 


ing to add more prairie dogs 
to the pair we have now.” 

When spring arrives, 
Pugsley, the turkey vulture, 
and an injured owl will join 
other wild birds in outdoor 
cages. The foxes also will be 
moved to outdoor pens in an- 
other area of the park. 

“The three females and 
one buck were protected by 
their heavy coats this winter, 
and they have a shelter in- 
side their pen to protect 
them from the cold,” Swinson 
said. “We’re expecting to see 
some young ones this sum- 
mer.” 

Many of the animals in the 
park are injured animals 
that have been referred to 
Parks and Recreation Direc- 
tor Michael Long for shelter 
until they are rehabilitated. 
Those that cannot be re- 
turned to their natural habi- 
tat because of their physical 
limitations are housed at the 
park. The Van Buren Recre- 
ation Department is one of 
only a few agencies autho- 
rized by the state Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources to 
care for injured wildlife. 

“We get calls to pick up all 
kinds of animals. For exam- 
ple, one day we got a call to 
pick up a Canada goose with 
a broken wing that was in the 
road,” Swinson said. “We had 
three guys with nets and we 
finally trapped the goose by a 
fence. After we brought it to a 
veterinarian for examina- 
tion, we found that the wing 
couldn’t be treated. The vet 
said the wing had been bro- 
ken a year or so before, and it 
had healed with an curve 
that couldn’t be repaired. We 
are keeping the goose here in 
the park.” 

In addition to some of the 
unique animals housed in 
the park, the 101- acre 
wooded area has its share of

native species. 

“We have squirrels, rab- 
bits, racoons, woodchucks 
(groundhogs) and a small 
herd of deer in the park,” 


Swinson said. “We also have 
owls, haws, blue herrons, 
mallard ducks and many 
other birds.” 

Swinson noted that the 


groundhogs have already 
awakened from their winter 
naps and are active in the 
park. Although he is not sure 
if they saw their shadows at 


exactly 11 a.m. Feb. 2, he is 
sure that they have seen 
their share of sunshine and 
shadows during the past 
week.

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First, there’s the aroma. Strong, yeasty and completely com- 
pelling, the scent of baking bread is a perfume that delights the 
senses. 

Then, the crusty, fragile loaves emerge from the oven, to cool 
just long enough to be sliced and eaten with lots of fresh butter. 

Bread.. .one of the very first foods known to man and one that 
is again considered to be the staff of life. Consider that the 
newest trend in nutrition is the complex carbohydrate. That 
phrase will be the nutritional and health food fad for the 90s. 
And the very best source of these complex carbohydrates is 
none other than the timeless loaf of bread. 

Carbohydrates are made up of carbon, hydrogen and oxygen. 
Two clases of these carbohydrates exist, simple and complex. 
Sugars, such as table sugar (sucrose), honey, corn syrup and such 
are called simple carbohydrates. They contain only one or two 
glucose (or related sugar) molecules. Starches are called com- 
plex carbohydrates. Chemically they are chains of as many as 
3,000 or more tiny glucose units linked together. 

During digestion, starch and sugars are broken down into 
single sugar molecules before being absorbed into the body and 
used for energy. The preferred fuel of the body for energy is 
carbohydrates. Without them, the body is forced to use protein 
or fat for energy, an inefficient way for it to function. 

That means that bread, wonderful, soft, flavorful bread is one 
of the very best sources of energy known. No wonder people 
have been eating bread since it was first baked about the time 
man discovered fire. Now, nutritionists are reaffirming what 
grandma knew years and years ago. ..it’s good for you. 

So, perhaps it’s necessary to forego the extra dollop or two of 
butter formerly slathered on this wonderful treat as it comes 
warm from the oven in fear of the cholesterol police, but w f arm 
wonderful bread will satisfy even the heartiest appetites and 
tempt those w'ho have foregone this wonderful, nutritious food in 
an effort to cut calories. 

Here are recipes for a few guaranteed to bring back memories 
of the time when bread was considered a necessary staple of 
every meal. 

Enjoy. 


Starburst bread 
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1/3 recipe rich yeast dough 
1 egg yolk 
1 tablespoon milk 
1 teaspoon caraway seed 
1 teaspoon fennel seed 
1 teaspoon aniseed 
1/2 cup margarine or butter, softened 
Punch down rich yeast dough. Divide into 
eight protions. On a lightly floured surace, roll 
each portion into a 9 inch-long rope. Coil one 
rope and place in the center of a lightly 
greased baking sheet. Moisten end of one of 
the remiaining ropes and press into the center 
of the coil on the baking sheet. Repeat with 
remaining ropes, arranging them spoke fash- 
ion at equal intervals. Coil up the outer end of 
each rope once. Curve the middle portion of 
the dough rope slightly. Cover and let rise in a 
warm place until double (30 to 45 minutes). 

In a small bowl, combine egg yolk and milk. 
Brush over dough. Sprinkle with 1/2 teaspoon 
of each seed. Bake in a 375 degree oven about 
20 minutes or utnil golden, ocovering com- 
pletley with foil after 15 minutes to prevent 
overbrowning. Remove and cool completely 
on wire rack. 

Meanwhile, in a mortar and pestle, crush 
the remaining seeds. In a small mixing bowl, 
stir together crused seeds and margarine or 
butter. Serve with bread. Makes 12 servings. 

Pinwheel rolls 

1/3 recipe rich yeast dough 
8 teaspoons margarine or butter, softened 
1/4 cup red raspberry, apricot or cherry pre- 
serves 
Milk 

Finely chopped walnuts or pecans 
Punch down yeast dough. Divide dough in 
half. Cover and chill half of the dough. On a 
floured surface roll remaining dough into a 
15x12 1/2-inch rectangle. Cut rolled dought 
into three 12 l/2x5-inch rectangles. Spread one 
of the rectagles w r ith 2 teaspoons of margarine. 
Top with another rectangle. Repeat with an- 
other 2 teaspoons of margarine and a dough 
rectangle. With a sharp knife, cut in half 
lengthwise. Cut crosswise into fifths. (You will 
have 10 2 1/2 inch squares.) 

Place squares 1 inch apart on a greased 
baking sheet. With the sharp knife, cut 1-inch 
slits from center to each corner. Spoon about 
1/2 teaspoon of preserves in each center. Fold 
every other point to center to form a pinwheel. 
Pinch points together. Brush center of each 
roll with a little milk. Sprinkle a few nuts on 
top, press down in center to seal. Repeat with 
remaining dough. Cover, and let rise a warm 
place for 20 minutes. Gently press closed the 
tips of any rolls that opened during rising. 

Bake in a 375 degree oven about 12 minutes 
or until golden. Cool. If desired, spoon addi- 
tional preserves and sprinkle additional nuts 
in center of rolls. Makes 20. 


Rich yeast dough 


From this basic dough come several deli- 
cious bread recipes. Ease the time crunch 
even further by mixing and freezing the dough 
up to three months ahead. 

6 1/2 cups all-purpose flour 

2 pacakages active dry yeast 

1 1/2 cups milk 

3/4 cup margarine or butter 

1/2 cup packed brown sugar 

1/2 teaspoon salt 

5 eggs 

In a large mixer bowl, combine 3 cups of the 
flour and the yeast. In a medium saucepan, 
heat milk, margarine, sugar and salt just until 
warm (115-120 degrees) and margarine is al 
most melted, stirring constantly. Add to flour 


mixture along with eggs. Beat with an electric 
mixer on low speed for 1/2 minute. Beat on 
high speed for 3 minutes. Stir in remaining 
flour to make a soft dough. 

Place dough in a greased bowl. Grease top 
of dough lightly. Cover and let rise in a warm 
place until double (1 to 1 1/2 hours). Stir dough 
down (it will be sticky). Divide into thirds, 
about 1 pound each. Place each in a separate 
plastic bag. Tie, leaving ample space for ex- 
pansion. Chill 2 to 24 hours. To freeze, wrap 
divided loaves in moisture and vaporproof 
wrap and seal, label and freeze. To use, thaw 
overnight in the refrigerator. Shape into 
loaves, brush the tops with melted margarine 
and bake in a 350 degree oven for 30 to 35 
minutes.

Best-ever rum cake 

1 quart rum 

1 cup butter 

1 teaspoon sugar 

2 large eggs 

2 cups dried fruit 

Baking powder 

1 teaspoon soda 

Lemon juice 

Brown sugar 
Nuts 

Before you begin, sample 
the rum to check for quality. 
Good, isn’t it? Now select a 
large mixing bowl. Check the 
rum again. It must be just 
right Be sure the rum is of the 
highest quality'. Pour 1 cup of 
rum into a glass and drink it as 
fast as you can. 

With an electric mixer, beat 
1 cup butter in a large fluffy 
bowl. ..add 1 seaspoon of tugar 
and beat again. 

Meanwhile, make sure the 
rum is of the highest quality. 
Try another cup. Add 2 large 
eggs. 2 cups of fried druit and 


beat until high. 

If the fried druit gets stuck 
in the beaters, just pry it loose 
with a screwdriver. Sample the 
rum again to check for ton 


cisticity. 

Nest, sift 3 cups of baking 
powder, a pinch of rum, a swas- 
poon of today and a cup of pep- 
per or salt (by this time, it 


really shouldn’t matter). 
Sample the rum again. 

Sift 912 pints of lemon juice. 
Fold in the schopped butter an 
strained nuts. Add 1 babbles 


poon of brown sugar or wah- 
tever color you can find. Mix 
well. 

Grease the oven and turn 
the cake pan to 350 degrees 


and bake until poothtick 
comes out clean. 

Or, throw everything but any 
remaining rum away. Drink 
whatever’s left and take a nap 
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Commissioner urges 
‘Buy American’ plan 


Wayne County Commis- 
sioner Kay Beard (D Westland) 
last week unveiled a proposed 
county ordinance that would, 
if approved, require the 
county to Buy American when- 
ever it possibly can. 

Subsequently, the ordi- 
nance would also require “that 
specifications for contracts 
and purchase orders contain a 
requirement that American- 
made materials and compo- 
nents be used.” 

Beard, whose district in 
eludes Westland, Inkster and 
Garden City, told the audience 
that she felt the county had an 
obligation to assist local and 
American businessmen and 
women. 

“I especially feel that pur- 
chases made with public funds 
should, whenever possible, be 
American made,” Beard con- 
tinued. “In the severe eco- 
nomic times we are 
experiencing, we in Wayne 


County* government have the 
responsibility* and the obliga- 
tion to assist business and la- 
bor to maintain and create 
jobs locally and to help our 
economy turn around as 
quickly as possible. 

“Our very high unemploy- 
ment level can hopefully 
change if we all try* to first buy 
Wayne County products and 
services when possible, or 
Michigan, but definitely Amer- 
ican,” Beard stressed. 

Beard, who chairs the Audit 
Committee, said that she has 
been troubled for almost two 
decades by the increasing nu- 
mber of foreign cars, espe- 
cially from Japan. 

The proposed ordinance 
would apply to most purchases 
made from the General Fund 
of Wayne County and is pat- 
terned after the federal law* 
covering purchases made with 
federal funds.
